Eighty Lowell Young Men 


Sign Up With Uncle Sam 


for National Service 


An even 80 men who have become 21 


years old since June 5 of the present 
year had registered at the various ex- 
emption hoards in Lowell up to 1.30 
this afternoon. 


They were divided among the vari- 


ous boards as follows: Division 1, IS; 
Division 2, 25; Division 3, 27, and Divi- 
sion 4, 10. 


Registration began bright and early 


at 1 o'clock this morning, or at least 
the exemption 
board 
officials 
were 


ready for registrants at that time. In 
most cases, however, the first registra- 
tion did not come until S o'clock 
or 


after. 


The boards will have their 
offices 


open until 9 o'clock this evening and 
it is anticipated that approximately 200 
embryo soldiers will have registered by 
that hour. 


Today's registration was really sup- 


plementary to that held June 5 and It 
WRS designed to enable the government 
to fill the depleted ranks of Class 1. 


As each man registered he was given 


his ciuestionnaire and this is to he. re- 
turned to his exemption board within 
seven days. 


Each registrant was given a regis- 


tration card to show that he had done 
his duty but there was no number of 
any kind on it. Numbers will be as- 
signed later from Boston. 


If there was any young man in Low- 


ell who did not wish to register today 
because of religious convictions he will 
be. given the opportunity of doing so 
Monday.

WASHINGTON, • Aug. 24.—The 
to- 


tal number of soldiers embarked had

1,500,000 
mark. 


General March, chief 
of. staff, 
an- 


nounced today. 


Commenting upon the military 
sit- 


uation, the chief of staff pointed out 
that since last Wednesday the French 
advance has continued from the pla- 
teau overlooking Noyon, down to the 
Oise river, making a maximum ad- 
vance for these troops of nine miles 
since Aug. .18. 
This has forced the 


enemy back across, the Oise. 


The French success, he said, has 


been duplicated by the British, who

south of Arras. 
Rapidly advancing 


the British reached a depth of three 
miles but their progress has 
been 


held up by German counter attacks. 
The railroad to Arras is still in Ger- 
man hands, according to latest offi- 
cial advices and the Germans are 
utilizing largely in their defense the 
railway embankments.

Henry B. .Endicott, state food adminis- 
•ator, announced last evening that 


sugar up to 25 pounds, for canning pur- 
poses, may eoon be had from one's 
grocer on presentation of sugar cards, 
to be obtained from county food ad- 
ministrators or their local representa- 
;ives. 


It is planned to have the cards in the 


aands of the county administrators by 
next Monday morning. When they are 
to be ready for public distribution will 
t>e announced in the newspapers. 
The 


cards cannot be secured at the state 
house. 


Mr. Bndicott expresses the hope there 


will not be a single case of abuse of 
this privilege of sugar for canning "as 
it would be regarded as a serious of- 
fense and dealt with stringently." 


Mr. Bndicott in his statement says 


that a tremendous amount of sugar has 
been saved during the recent rigid con- 
servation period, and that he knows 
there are thousands of families who 
either entirely gave up sugar in the 
household or greatly restricted its use 
He expresses warm appreciation of the 
obliging spirit shown by the people of 
the state In this regard. 


Mr. Endicott adds: "I am glad that 


these people can now, with a clear con- 
science, use their two pounds per month 
per person. 


"Arrangements were completed yes 


terday in Washington whereby a rea 
sonable amount of sugar has been made 
available for the preservation of frul 
and vegetables throughout the state. 
There will he enough for the legitimate 
requirements of the people of Massa- 
chusetts, but I wish to caution them 
that they must ask for no more than 
what is legitimately required. 


"Also, through the efforts of our 


sugar department, it is not, for the 
present at least, necessary to ask the 
householders to continue my recent re- 
quest, which was that they entirely ab- 
stain from the use of sugar. But this 
must not be construed as meaning that 
the monthly allotment of two pounds 
per person of sugar can be exceeded; 
as a matter of fact two pounds per per- 
son per month is the outside possible 
imount that can be allowed, according 
:o the supply of sugar now in sight.

"In connection with canning, I wish , 


co emphasize the extreme importance i 
and nicessity for housewives to make j 
the sugar now available preserve the

Absence of any mention of American 


troops in the descriptions of the jrreat 
fight led to interested speculation as to 
the whereabouts of General Pershing's 
30 divisions, which, according to recent 
announcement, are to be included in the 
first American field army. That prac- 
tically all of these units have com- 
pleted the training for which they were 
brigaded with the French and British 
has been known for some time. Gen- 
eral March, the chief of staff, in his in- 
terviews with the press has frequently 
referred to the return of additional 
divisions to the Ame'rlcan commander- 
In-chief.

It has beep thought, however, that a 


considerable number of American troops 
still are with the British third and 
fourth armies, and most military offi- 
cers were at a loss to understand why 
ttiuy had not been identified in the cap- 
ture of some of the important enemy 
positions overrun during the day.

Sam—wiser than Bonaparte— 


says an army travels on its stomach 
| and—its feet.

For that reason there is probably no 


army in history that compares with 
| ours for the attention paid to the feet 


j of the men and their shoes. The medi- 
cal department of the army has special- 


j ists who instruct both officers and men 


in the care of the foot. And they have 
co-operated in finding an army shoe 
which, it is claimed, is the superior of 
any on the globe. The claim is bucked 
up by hgures. 


Extensive 
foot 
inspections 
were 


made of the soldiers trained during the 
latter half of 1017. The men were ex- 
amined when they were inducted Into 
service and just before they went over- 
seas. Comparison showed that marked 
changes had been favorable to better 
feet. 


This was attributed to two factors: 


the increased attention to foot health 
on the part ot" officers ;ind men and the 
comfort:tb!cncss of the army shoo. 


The whole socrnt of success is that 


the men are compelled to take a shoe 
that leaves about two-thirds of an inch 
between the end of the longest toe and 
the end of the shoe.

| of goods and supplies are concerned, 


j the winter months are right the other 
extreme. 


Last winter, in some sections of the 


country, particularly in the east and 
middle west, tho most severe weather 
in the history of the country was ex- 
perienced, resulting in not only dis- 
arranged transportation schedules on 
the railroads, but also on the 
motor 


truck transportation lines that were 
then in operation. Complete tie-ups of 
badly needed goods and supplies, from 
24 to 4S hours, were common. It was 
realized at that time that the lack of 
co-ordinated transportation plans, cou- 
pled with bad roads and unimproved 
highways, were the main reasons for 
such a condition of affairs.

tation world the necessity of improv- 
ing highways and roads, and planning 
systems of motor truck transportation 
lines and auxiliary lines opening on 
a definite schedule over definite routes. 


Casual observers brought to light the 


fact that there -were no well regulated 
motor truck routes, that motor trucks 
were operated on haphazard lines and 
that instead of having recognized mo- 
tor truck highways that would connect 
up the different points of supply and 
demand over the shortest routes, truck 
drivers would take those roads that 
were the easiest to navigate, even if 
they were from 50 to 
100 per 
cent 


longer than 
other roads which they 


could have taken had they been open 
to traffic. 


Such a state of affairs was also com- 


mon in and about the congested dis- 
tricts of the 
cities. Trucks 
hauling 


supplies generally used the main thor- 
oughfares, leading through the busi- 
ness sections, and were continually 
stopped between blocks according to 
the traffic regulations of that particu- 
lar city. 
If there had been a recog- 


nized motor truck highway, skirting 
around the congested districts, much 
time, as well as labor 
and 
expense, 


would have been saved, and schedules 
easily maintained. 


Undoubtedly the past 
spring 
and 


summer has 
witnessed 
the 
heaviest 


traffic of motor truck transportation 
in the history of the industry. 
It has 


been only through the adaptability of 
the motor truck to thus take a great 
share of the burden off the railroads, 
that the linea of haulage and delivery 
of goods have been kept open and free 
from serious delays. 
"We have been 


made to realize that it is just as neces- 
sary to maintain uninterrupted trans- 
portation of goods and supplies, as it 
is to produce them. 


Just as the armies overseas are pre- 


paring for the long winter siege ahead 
by building and connecting railroads, 
erecting supply bases and depots so 
that there will be no delay in carrying 
out the program outlined by the gen- 
eral headquarters, irrespective of the 
intensity of the winter season, so in- 
dustrial and mercantile America should 
do likewise. 
Transportation of goods 


and supplies is just as important, if not 
more so, during the winter months as 
during the spring and summer months. 
While a good many sections of the- 
country apparently realize the neces- 
sity of preparing for the coming win- 
tor, I do not believe that America, as 
a whole, lu^s grasped tho necessity of 
action in this matter. 
The very fact 


that the government is spending hugo 


sums of money for building and main- 
tenance of good roads, for the purpose 
of facilitating overland transportation, 
should cause every community to look 
into the road conditions in its neigh- 
borhood and between it and the next 
city, and act accordingly. It has been 
said that the lack of good roads is the 
weak link in our transportation chain. 
Without them, the maintenance of un- 
interrupted schedules is almost an im- 
possibility, because not only do bad 
roads cause delays, but they double and 
even treble the cost of operation, as 
well as increase the depreciation of 
trucks and we have not the necessary 
oversupply of motor trucks to risk hav- 
ing 
them 
put 
out 
of 
commission 


through the lack of suitable highways 
and by-ways. 


Right now is the time for every com- 


munity to lay its transportation plans 
for the coming months. 
These plans 


include not only well developed and 
well defined transportation lines, but 
strongly-built roads that will not be 
impassable at the first fall of snow or 
rain. 
Every property owner should 


realize the vital importance, not only 
to his community but to himself, his 
home, his family and his property, of 
doing his share to keep the lines of 
transportation open between the source 


of demand and the source of supply. 
By this, I do not mean to expend exor- 
bitant sums of money. 
A systematic 


community 
road-build ing- 
plan, 
in 


which everybody participates, can ac- 
complish wonders in a short space of 
time. The experiences of tho past win- 
ters have shown every community the 
necessary steps to take to keep the 
roads open. 


Everybody knows that the railroads 


are far from being' adequate now for 
the demands beinw made upon them. 
I 
understand 
that 
thousands 
upon 


thousands of freight cars and locomo- 
tives ii.re being built in preparation 
for the coming -winter, but it must not 
be forgotten that with each day and 
week the increased demands upon the 
railroads keep 
pace with 
the new 


equipment they are able to produce- 
Hence the safest thing for every com- 
munity to do is to plan its own trans- 
portation system and put it on an ef- 
ficiency basis, so that when winter ar- 
rives it is prepared to meet the many 
difficult problenis that are bound to 
comy up and which can only be solved 
by preparation in advance.

The problems that must- be 


overcome in the first instance are al- 
together different from those in the 
second, and to my mind the most logi- 
cal plan of eliminating- unnecessary de- 
lays and loss of time, which always 
occur when motor trucks are driven 
through the business streets and the 
congested traffic zones, is that of set- 
ting aside .a certain street or avenue 
fnr the operation of motor trucks only. 
That this idea has been considered is 
evidenced by a plan that was recently 
presented for the consideration of a 
certain city's comprehensive plan com- 
mittee. This plan called 1'or a system 
of motor truck highways, so construct- 
ed that the city's industrial organiza- 
tions would be able to make speedy 
motor deliveries to far distant points, 
as well as through tho city. In order 
to minimize the expense it is planned 
to make over a number of roads al- 
ready in operation and to re-construct 
them so that they can stand the city's 
heavy traffic. Right there is where the 
projectors of this plan showed wis- 
dom. 
It is due to the fact that motor 


trucks have been operated over roads 
that were not built for such heavy 
traffic that we have many poor roads 
that were scood roads. Every comrnun- 
ty should be careful not to make this 
mistake. The wear and tear on a road , 
which motor trucks give, is far greater ! 
than the wear Riven by passenger cars, j 
and it will be found cheaper in the end j 
if tho roads are built or put into con- 
dition necessary to stand up under mo- 
tor truck operation.

GOING 
DOWN 


Just at present the Teutons are being driven back by the British in the 


north along the Arras-Albert line and already General Haig has won great 
'victories in that salient including the capture of Albert. 
He is making 


sure that there will no longer be any menace to the channel ports. 


Along the entire front from Ypres in Belgium to Soissons on the Aisne, 


Germans "arc being pushed back, and all their desperate counter attacks 
are being repulsed with great loss by the British and the French, while 
the Americans are taking.things easy for a time on the borders of Alsace 
and Lorraine through which may be made the first real advance intfl 
Germany. 
In due time they will inaugurate a drive that will reach the 


Rhine and bring the war into the heart of Germany. 


It appears that the day has gone by when the Germans can ever 


make a successful stand against any considerable part of the allied line. 
The end is in sight, but it may require a great deal of fighting to con- 
vince the kaiser that he is whipped. 


There is no longer-any fear of a German victor}', the only dread 


now being of the intrigues looking to a German peace. 
The German 


armies are losing heart under successive disasters. 
The 100,000 pris- 


oners taken by the allies, show satisfaction at ' their capture, being 
extremely tired of the war. 
The ,Germans will soon be driven out of 


France, and if General Haig continues to advance, he may be able to 


- strike the submarine bases at Ostend and Zeebrugge before the cold 
weather sets in. 
On the Italian front things have not been moving 


very rapidly; but when the time comes, it is probably that the allied 
forces will enter Austria by way of the Piave. 


'', 
Prom half a dozen different points, the iron ring is tightening on 


Germany with the result that she is now farther back than she was 
before she started her series of drives to end the war, on March 21. 
She 


has been fighting for over four years without gaining anything she can 
hold; and for this effort to conquer the world, she has 
sacrificed 


"6,000,000 of her best men. 
Now she is drafting her school boys and 


her old men with the result that her armies cannot stand up before the 
-dash and' fearless onset of the American forces. 


The final defeat of Germany is now inevitable and the only question 


asked is how long will the agony continue. 
\Ve cannot predict. 
The 


.enemy might collapse sooner than we expect; but on the other hand, he 
may hold out for one or even two years more; but the longer he holds 
"out the more complete will be his eastigation and the more he will have 
to pay for his obstinacy. 


OUR 
INTERVENTION 
IN

Great interest attaches at the present time to the fate of Russia 


and whether the Allies will be able to defeat German designs upon 
that vast domain, to the extent of overthrowing 
the BolsheviUi, and 


•having the Russian people establish 
whatever form 
of government 


they may decide upon. 
They have had ample opportunity lo see that 


the Bolshevik! have betrayed the Russian people into the hands of Ger- 
many and that if the kaiser should be able to draw upon the natural re- 
sources of Russia and its vast man power, the defeat of the Teutons 
would thereby be made immeasurably more difficult. 


Germany has appointed a king for Finland, another for Poland 


and she has assumed control over the Ukraine in violation of the 
Brest-Litovsk treaty, proving once more in the eyes of nil the world 
that German pledges and her sealed agreements are mere "scraps of 
paper"—that, and nothing more to Germany. 


At present in violation of all existing agreements. Germany is 


harvesting the crops of Russia while the people who planted these 
crops and the vast population of the cities dependent thereon are left 
to starve. 


Starvation in the most terrible form 
threatens the people 
of 


Petrograd and other large cities of Russia, jet Germany 
continues 


to rob the country of all the food she can find. It is to put a stop 
to this systematic plunder of the people iind to save the freedom of 
the nation from being crushed by Germany Vhat the Allies have set 
out in different 
directions for the relief of Russia. 
They converge 


from the north, from the Caspian, from Siberia and other points with 
the hope of enabling the Czecho-Slovaks to overcome the opposing 
forces, maintain 
their organized government 
and thus save Russian 


freedom. 


President Wilson was very cautious in giving his sanction to joint 


intervention and the fact that the United Slates is a party to the 
movement proves beyond doubt that there is no selfish motive behind 
the expeditionary advance into Russian territory. 
On the contrary, 


there is nothing but the design to aid Russia, to defeat the main 
plunderous purposes of Germany and establish Russian freedom 
on 


an endurimr basis.

after Diver Wick's expliots, and were 
astonished that it had been possible to 
salvage the vessel at all. The diver's 
work is viewed all alons the coast as 
an inspiration to labor in its great task 
of winning- the war.

^•The method of choosing his succes- 
sor will illustrate the system and the 
predicament. First Prince Yamagata, 
the power behind the throne and the 
real ruler so far as the formality of 
procedure goes must ask Saionji to ac- 
cept the premiership. This he is reput- 
ed to have done last May. 


Then Yamagata must assure Saionji, 


who has had one experience with the 
results of bureaucratic control, that 
he will be given 
a 
reasonably 
free 


hand.

sion and

for

alley." 


Then Hara, head of the Seiyuki, the 


.ominant party in the lower branch 
of parliament, must also assure "Saionji 
that he will have parliamentary sup- 
port. If Hara's-endorsement is reluc- 
tant, qualified and equivocal, Saionji 
may well feel it futile to construct 
a cabinet only to have its hands tied 
by parliamentary opposition, through 
failure to vote the budget. This would 
be merely taking up Terauchi's troubles 
where those troubles forced Terauchl 
to leave off- 


There are two divided interests, of 


elder statesmen bcreaucracy and par- 
liamentary power, which have been the 
downfall of all recent cabinets in Jap- 
an, and seem certain to he in the fu- 
ture until the elder statesmen's role 
ceases. 


In Japan, as in any other nation, pow- 


er actually resides where the fact of 
power is, and not where the form of 
power is. In Japan today the form of 


ower is in Prince Yamagata, the three 


geuro, the elder statesmen group. But 
more and more clearly and surely every 
day the fact of power is just where it 
is in other nations—in the hands of 
the real builders of the nation—the 
men who control the 
industry and 


commerce of the country. 


The war millionaires, the big busi- 


ness men, the economic rulers of Jap- 
an, arc proving each day that they 
are the controlling influence—and they 
speak through parliament. 


So Japan today is not a unit. And 


the minute a premier gets far enough 
along with any policy, according to 
the program of one group, he meets 
the antagonism 'of the other group if 
the policy is vital enough and far- 
reaching enough materially to affect 
the nation's destiny. 


Japan's Red Rulers 


Thus today the real rulers of Jap- 


an, the business leader?, have the pow- 
er of controlling national policies, but 
not the power of initiating them. But 
when Prince i'amagata dies—and he 
is over SO—his place will never really 
be filled. 


Then Japan's economic rulers will 


both initiate and control national con- 
duct. 


Then the leader of the dominant par- 


ty—the Hara of today—will be pre- 
mier. He will start his country along 
the course his party decrees and his 
party in parliament 
will 
keep the 


country on that course. 


There will be only one helmsman, 


instead of two, as now. There will be 
less tacking and jibing. 
When that 


day comes Japan will have active, ag- 
gressive policies, both domestic and 
foreign, and will pursue them con- 
sistently. 


When that day comes the world will 


have to reckon with Japan—more carp- 
fully than ever in tho past. Then the 
world will want to know what kind 


men are these who rule Japan, and 


what are their goals and their meth- 
ods? 


Until then, when Japan gets fai\ 


enough in a given direction on a giv- 
>n question, there will be also a power 
it homo operating to hold her back, 
ictlng as a brake. 


This will not prevent sudden oppor- 


tunist action of gigantic strategic pos- 
ilbilHIefi, as in China-today, but it will 
ilways operate to hold such action 
)pon to revision or modification at 
lome, In response to tho business ro- 
ulta of tho action as forecasted by 
the attitude of foreign powers.

frames and into my room. It was 
somebody's good prayers that saved us 
and after that 1 was content to go into 
the cellar of the hotel every time an air 
raid took place.

Lowell mentioned and I met Lowell 
Chapiri of Chicago, who married Betty 
Chalifoux, and had a great 
old chat 
about Lowell. I am meeting our boys 
and members of the council all 
the 
time. I saw In The Lowell Sun about 
your big celebration and was glad to 
read the names of the boys in the ser- 


I think Lowell council has much to 
be proud of. and when this great war 
is over she will be honored by the men 
she has sent forward to fight for the 
right 
For a short time I was sta- 
tioned with John Sparks, and it seemed 
good and like old times at Devens to 
be with him again. He is well and 
likes his work very much. Can you 
picture me with my mess kit eating 
away and seeing a balloon shot down 
and a man jump in a parachute, and 
to know that the man was a friend or 
yours? A man from your own home 
town. That was my experience the 
other day and the man was Win Mac- 
Brayne. He is doing wonderful work 
and so are all the men from Lowell. 
Joe ilolloy has been in the fight for 
some time and there's no need of say- 
ins he is making a great record. John 
O'Rourke and in fact all the boys from 
our city have made a name for them- 
selves and all belonging to them, and 
I know the young men coming over 
will do the same. I cannot give you 
any war news but to say that we are 
"giving it" to the Germans just now 
and hope to keep it up.

BOSTON, Aug. 24—So efficient 
has 


been sugar conservation of late that 
Henry B. Endicott, state food adminis- 
trator, announced last evening that 
sugar up to 25 pounds, for canning pur- 
poses, may soon be had. from one's 
grocer on presentation of sugar cards, 
to be obtained from county food ad- 
ministrators or their local representa- 
tives. 


It is planned to have the cards in tha 


hands of the county administrators by 
next Monday morning. When they are 
to be ready for public distribution will 
be announced in the newspapers. The 
cards cannot be secured at the state 
house. 


Mr. Endicott expresses the hope there 


will not be a single case of abuse of 
this privilege of sugar for canning "as 
it would, be regarded as a serious of- 
fense and dealt with stringently." 


Mr. Endicott In his statement says 


that a, tremendous amount of sugar has 
been saved during the recent rigid con- 
servation period, and that he knows 
there are thousands of families who 
either entirely gave up sugar in the 
household or greatly restricted its use. 
He expresses warm appreciation of the 
obliging spirit shown by tha people of 
the s_tate in this regard. 


Mr. Endicott adds: "I am glad that 


these people can now, with a clear con- 
science, use their two pounds per month 
per person. 


"Arrangements were completed yes- 


terday in "Washington whereby a rea- 
sonable amount of sugar has been made 
available for the preservation of fruit 
and vegetables throughout the state. 
There will be enough for the legitimate 
requirements of the people of Massa- 
chusetts, but I wish to caution them 
that they must ask for no more than 
what is legitimately required. 


"Also, through the efforts of our 


sugar department, it is not, for the 
present at. least, necessary to ask the 
householders to continue my recent re- 
quest, which was that they entirely ab- 
stain from the use of sugar. But this 
must not be construed as meaning tbat 
the monthly allotment of two pounds 
per person of sugar can be exceeded; 
as a matter of fact two pounds per per- 
son per month is the outside possible 
amount that can be allowed, according 
to the supply of sugar now in sight. 


"In connection with canning, I wish 


to emphasize the extreme importance 
and necessity for housewives to make 
the sugar now available preserve the 
maximum amount of fruit and vege- 
tables, and feel sure that I can rely 
upon tha integrity of the people of 
Massachusetts to wholeheartedly co- 
operate in this plan."

C. Knitting Guild 


One of the most quiet, yet essential 


and effective phases of war work which 
Lowell has contributed to the national 
cause, is that done by the Knitting 
guild of the local council, Knights oi' 
Columbus. 


Owing to the fact that the warm 


weaiher and the departure of the men 
of the 7Gth division have combined to 
cause a temporary lapse in ihe activ- 
ities, this is a most opportune lime to 
review what had been accomplished 
by the guild up to the early part of 
July when the boys of the 76th Dev- 
ens first division, quietly sailed tor 
the great adventures "over there." 


The work has been really wonderful 


and the blase civilian cannot, hope to 
appreciate its full worth as did the 
gallant boys for whom it was dons. 
But the mere reciial of a few of the 
accomplishments of the sacrificial wom- 
en is to a degree enlightening and 
indicative of the reason for the sol- 
diers' gratitude.

After their day's sewing the women 


would usually remain for supper and 
often the boys would ask them to stay 
and watch the dancing, and oftentimes 
the boys would get up a "show" of 
"home talent" by was' of amusement. 
3Irs. Regan says that on one occasion 
a soldier boy made an impromptu 'cello 
by taking an old soap box, putting one 
wire string around one lone peg, cut- 
ting some holes and fitting it out. and 
proceeded to play some tunes, and the 
whole company agreed that it was fine 
and sounded n whole lot better than 
music corning' from some better made 
instrument'.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24—The United 


States will share with allies their sac- 
rifice of food as well as blood In the 
cause of world democracy, declared 
Herbert C. Hoover, federal food 
ad- 


ministrator on his arrival here yester- 
day enrouie 10 Washington, after a 
brief visit to England and France. 


Asserting that "\vo have to make 


good" a pledge to this effect, which 
he had given to the allied food admin- 
istrators, Mr. Hoover said that to do 
so, America will next year have to 
supply the allies 4,000,000 pounds of 
fats, 900,000,000 pounds of beef prod- 
ucts, 500.000,000 bushels of cereals and 
1.500,000 tons of sugar. 
However, Mr. 


Hoover added, beginning Sept. i, there 
will bo no need for drastic food ra- 
tioning In the allied countries, except 
in the case of sugar and beef. 


Mr. Hoover said further; 
"Through the great effort of our 


farmers our United States harvests ar 
be-tier this year, but in order that w< 
may build up a surplus of wheat this 
year, as against possible crop failures 
such as we had last year, we have de- 
cided to mix 20 per cent of other grains 
with wheat flour in all the countries 
fighting Germany. We cannor ask for 
better bread than France, and we pro- 
pose the American people should main- 
tain a common standard of bread with 
them. 


"Under these arrangements, however. 


the bread situation in the United States 
will be much easier than last year, and 
in allied countries an enormous im- 
provement. 


"The only real difficulty in the United 


States is sugar, and that ,is a shortage 
that cannot be helped. We will sim- 
ply have to divide West Indian sugar 
with the allies and put up with what 
We have. There is, even then, enough 
sugar for tha essential uses for every 
one and much more than our friends in 
Europe have."
